It appears that the steamer 
Cyphrenea, which recently left this port,cleared 
for' Macao and Sun Francisco, and, at the 
former place, took on bdard 400 chests of 
prepared Opium. As she cleared for Macao 
as‘ well as San Francisco, there was uo irre- 
gularity in‘tho transaction; but. the effect, 
of course, was to deprive the Opium Farmer 
of Hongkong of a profit whivh he would 
otherwise have made on the salvo of thia 
quantity of prepared ‘drug. It is, of course, 
clear that if opposition of this kiud continues, 
the amgunt of revenue to be derived from 
the monopoly will be diminished, atid an im. 
portant branch of the trade of the Colony 
much curtailed, wv 
. We hear that the Opium Farmof was con- 
viderably put about by the mntier, but there, 
“was nothing to be done, as of course a 
steamer bas @ perfect right to’ put in to Macao 
for cargo, if it appears desirable todo so. It 
seome that the Macao Monopolist is able to 
sell the Opium at a wueb- lower figure than 
————car bedonoim Hongkong;and vf course; if the 
woo. present ‘state of aflaiga..continney-the-trde 
in ‘prepared Opium from Hoagkong must 
become very greatly diminished. 

It is possible that an understanding may 
bo arrived at between the Opium Farmer 
here and at Macaa, which will remedy the 

* state of things, “but if this caimot be done, 
it would soem that the trado in- prepared 
Opiuia bere must very, greatly decline. It is, 
indeed, difficult to suggest any remedy for 
the difficulty. In an ordinary way, this end 
would appear to be attainable by an under- 
standing between Hongkong and Macao on 
_ the ‘subject 5 but this is hardly likely to be 

-posaible, because the trade of Macao-in pre- 
pared Opium for.orport’ to any great extent 
must be absolutely depondent on tho drug 
being considerably ‘cheapor there ‘than here. 
‘Vere must ba ‘sufficient difference’ in price

It 
may, however, be that the Chinese will come 
to some understanding: on the subject, and’ 
way succeed in buying out t?e Macao’ op- 
dosition. They will havo erery interest to 
do so, and thero are ways and means by 
which the natives contrive to, get over dif- 
ficulties of this kind; such as are not avail- 
able’ to foreigners, and depend upon tha 
peauliar nature of tho native trade by guilds 
and monopolies.
